OYER THE STATE 


J E F F E R S O N CITY, Mo., Apr. 19. 
— T h e condition of Missouri wheat 
on April 1 was seventy-seven percent 
com pared to eighty-four per cent last 
year and the eame for a ten year 
average, upon the 
2,250,000 
acres 
sown last fall, 
according 
to E. A. 
Logan agricultural statistician of the 
United States D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture and Jewel Mayes, secretary 
of the State 
Board of 
Agriculture. 
Indications are favorable for a crop 
of 26,500.000, com pared with 37,882,- 
000 in 1923. 
O ther farm conditions 
were given as follows: 
“Rye condition eightv-five per cent 
against eighty-eight last year, with 
lowest conditions in heaviest produc­ 
ing sections. 
"Brood sows eighty-five per cent 
of the num ber on hand in 1923, or 
773,000 against 874,000 last year. In­ 


dications are for around six per cent 
more oats than last year, or 1,462,000 
acres, against 1,380,000 last year. 
"Spring plowing is only twenty per 
cent completed, against thirty-eight 
per cent last year. 
" P astu re ren ts for 
cows, by 
the 
month, average $1.50 per head, lor 
‘the season $8.75. 
For other cattle, 
the rate is $1.20 per month and $7.25 
for the season. 
"F ru it conditions are lair, except 
for peaches. 
Apples are eighty-five 
per cent and peaches forty per cent. 
“Livestock are thin 
but 
healthy. 
Some localities are 
short on 
feed, 
but will get through if grass comes 
promptly."
